THE DAYTON EXPERIMENT. 


(Indianapolis News.) 


For the next few years the municipal 


affair of Dayton, Ohio, will be of much 
interest to every other city in the United 
States. It has just selected'the. city en- 
gineer of Cincinnati, H. M. Waite, as its 
''municipal manager/' Several prior at- 
tempts have been made in other places 
to bolster up city government after this 
manner; but Dayton's experiment will 
be more interesting, for the city is large 
enough and important enough to give the 
plan a fair test. The appointment of 
Mr. Waite was made by the city com- 
missioners. He is to assume his new po- 
sition on J>cw Year's day, for an in- 
definite term, at a salary of $12,500 a 
year. 


The Dayton commissioners were nnt 


limited to tlicir own city or state in 
-searching for a competent manager. This 
liberty was construed by some outside 
critics as license when the. commissioners 
asked Colonel Goethals, the army en- 
gineer in charge of Panama, to accept 
the post. Ooetlials is too big n man for 
the job, but Dayton got a. lot of valu- 
able advertising out of'his refusal. How- 
ever, the Dayton plan commends itself 
to students of municipal affairs.

Waite, the new manager, is a man of 
considerable experience. 
His work in 


Cincinnati has been commendable. The 
selection of its city engineer for the 
"Dayton post will be a loss for Cincinnati. 
That city has earned an excellent name 
for itself in recent yeiirs through the 
activity of the bureau of municipal re- 
search and the improved service, given 
by the various city departments.

TROPICAL TERN 


Salt Water Bird Found" to 


Eclipse Homing 


Records. 


SOME EXPERIMENTS 


Baltimore, Md., Dee. IS.—Scientists of 


the Johns Hopkins university have dis- 
covered a sail, water bird, known as the 
ill-tern, which in flight has eclipsed all 
records established by homing pigeons. 
These experiments have been conducted 
by Dr. John B. Watson, director of the 
psychological laboratory, in tho interests 
of the. Carnegie institute. 


Bird island, one of the Dry Tortugas 


group, was selected as the place of ob- 
servation for the reason that tho terns 
flock there and becauee it lies in the 
ocean eighty-five miles from Key West 
and ninety miles from Havana. 
The 


tftrn is a, tropical bird, and about April 
2o they lea.ve their Tropical home and 
flock to Bird island, where they build 
their nests, lay their eggs and then sit 
placidly by and allow themselves to be 
raptured. 


The scientists after capturing them 


mark them with oil paint, and tag their 
nests. Then they send the birds on ft

There was little wood in the desert and 
in consequence very few cam]) tires. 


Conditions were pitiful the seventh 


day on the route. A dozen women lay 
unconscious in wa«ons 
and buggies. 


Men, weakened by lack of food and 
water, with feet raw and bleeding, lay 
along the line of march, weeping or 
dumb with despair. The soldiers gath- 
ered them up and many, a horse carried 
two to the banks of the Rio Grajide. 


The last three 
days food was

scarce that few of the men had any- 
thing at all to eat. 
The little water 


that still remained in the casks or was 
found iu water holes was guarded by 
men with drawn revolvers and doled out 
in the smallest quantities.
